If the plans of a corporation offer-| 
‘ing its stock to its employees. “can- | 
not stand upon their value to the em- | 
plovees as a safe investment,” says | 


the bureau in its report, ‘“‘they cannot 


in any way be justified, since pur- 
chase Of-stock by the average em- 


plovee involves frugality, self-denial 


and often the surrender of much of 
his independence, which should not 
be asked by an employer of his em- 


tloyees if there is any danger that 
their painfully acquired savings may 
be lost.” 

The basis for the statement of the 
bureau is laid on publication of an 
article by Willard C. Fisher on this 
subject. 

The usual reasons given by Ameri- 
can corporations for inaugurating a 
stock subscription plan, the state- 
ment continues, “are the desire to 
retain the services of the older em- 


ployees, to increase their loyalty and | 
efficiency and to decrease labor agi- |

Front Street, Rochester 


Rochester, N. Y. 
F THE three short blocks of cob- 
[ Sotestone pavement jutting north- 
ward from Main Street East, one 
block from the center of the city, 
could speak for themselves, they 
could tell better than any citizen 


what prohibition has done_ for 
Rochester and western New York. 
Fifteen years ago Front Street 
had surrendered to the saloon. Once 
the site of wholesome business 
houses depending in part on water 
power which pioneer machinery 
claimed from the adjacent Genesee 
River, the thoroughfare eventually 
established a reputation for civic un- 
healthiness. Buildings which once 
housed offices and retail establish- 
ments became saloons and, cheap 
hotels. Children who once played on 
its narrow sidewalks disappeared. 
Self-respecting citizens shunned it. 


Two years before prohibition re- 
stored its good reputation, Front 
Street contained half a hundred 
saloons. Just off the growing busi- 
ness section, its presence was blamed 
in part for failure of adjacent real 
estate in Main Street East to enjoy 
the prosperity of more remote terri- 
tory just across the river. Business 
houses moved eastward. Citizens 
traversing Main Street East at night 
scurried past the intersection. Front 


Street’s. reputation reached from 


Syracuse to Buffalo. 

Today children are back on the 
three short blocks of cobblestone 
pavement. They dart along its nar- 
row sidewalks from a playground 
shaded by buildings which once 


housed the biggest drinking estab- 
lishments in Rochester. Women 
shoppers carry market baskets in and 
out of retail provision houses where 
drunken men once felt their uncer- 
tain way. Self-respecting citizens 
show no fear in using the thoroygh- 
fare as a short cut to Andrews or 
State streets. 

A casual survey of Front Street 
brought out that occupying the space 


ments there are a modern restaurant, | 


varieties of retail establishments, 
wholesale houses and branch agen- 
cies for products manufactured in 
other cities. In Main Street East 
near the intersection, a jewelry store 
and a millinery store are profiting. 
Real estate has taken a noticeable 
upward trend. 

Today Front Street is being men- 
tioned as the possible west wing of 
the proposed civic center over the 
Genesee River, an architectural 
novelty which will be unduplicated 
except in Venice, Italy. Should the 
engineers select the north bank of 
Main Street East as the site, Front 
Street will become part of a vast 
plaza, dotted with shrubbery and 
shaded by a public library and a new, 
city hall under which the river 
courses. 

Fifteen years ago no one would 
have - believed that the historic 
thoroughfare that had become a blot 
upon Rochester could regaih a 
wholesome reputation. Prohibition 
did what no other agency could have 
done.

HOOVER JOINS. 
CONGRESSIONAL 
CONTROL FIGHT 


Kept Hands Off Primarics 
but Will Throw Strength 
to Party Nominees

WASHINGTON—Although popular 
interest is centered on the colorful 
presidential race, the contest over the 
control of Congress, particularly the 
Senate, is no less tense or important. 

Herbert Hoover is known to be 
deeply_interested in the re-election of 
14 Republican Senaters whose terms 
expire this year and in the effort to 
capture as many as possible of the 
20 Democratic seats that are up for 
balloting. 

The Republican candidate, while 
keeping hands off the state primary 
contests, will throw every resource 
possible to the aid of the Republican 
congressional selections once they 
have been chosen. As part of this 
co-operation Mr. Hoover has decen- 
tralized the national Republican 
campaign so that the stress of the 
actual electioneering effort is upon 
the state organizations. 

Tickets in Common Cause 

By this means state, congressional 
and national tickets are joined in a 
common effort, with resources and 
interests pooled. This method avoids 
the neglecting of any part of the 
ticket and also prevents so-called 
“deals” or “trades” by opposing 
party leaders; transactions in which 
local politicians exchange support 
on various candidates. 

In both the House and the Senate 
contests the Republicans: have the 
advantage. In the House they have a 
majority of 42 over the Democratic 
membership. This is a heavy margin 
to cut down, although it has hap- 
pened in the history of the country 
that there has been an overturn of 
such a proportion in the House. 

In the Senate the Republicans have 
only 14 seats at stake, while the 
Democrats must save 20 to preserve 
their present strength. Only the most 
spectacular and overwhelming vic- 
tory at the November election can 
put the Democrats in control of the 
Senate, it is believed here. In order 
to obtain a majority there they must 
have 49 senators. At present they 
have 46 with 20 of this number facing 
re-election. 

Incumbents Remained 


The Republicans have 49 Senators. 
One of these, however, is in dispute, 
owing to refusal to seat William S. 
Vare of Pennsylvania. Fourteen are 
up for re-election, practically all 
from safely Republican states. All

Mimbres Indian Lore

SAN DIEGO, Calif. — Anna QO. 
Shephard, curator of anthropology 
for the San Diego Museum, has re- 
turned home after six weeks of field 
work in southwestern New Mexico, 
bringing new information about one 
of the most interesting of the “Amer- 
ican” nations. The Mimbres tribes of 
Indians developed a civilization, built 
their houses, made beautiful pottery 
and jewelry, and carved lifelike im- 
ages of animals long before the 
Spaniards came to the southwest in 
the middle sixteenth century, she 
Savs. 

Miss Shephard’s acquisitions from 
Mimbres Valley have been added to 
the collection now housed in the 
museum building, Balboa Park. Much 


of the excavation in the valley has 


been done under the direction of 
Wesley Bradfield, former associate 
director of the museum. 

The site excavated by Miss Shep- 
hard and Mr. Bradfield consisted en- 
tirelv of a primitive tvpe of building 
built underground like a series of 
cellars. The surface houses of stone 
or adobe were later developments 
made hv these people. 

Their potterv shows that thev were 
teaching themselves the use of clav 
and were in the earliest stages of the 
process of decorative designing.

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Capital and Labor’s Mutual 
Interest in the Apprentice 


By D. C. VANDERCOOK

ANAGEMENT was handed a 

text for serious study recent- 

ly when the United States De- 
partment of Labor declared: “Sur- 
veys by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics and: by other agencies inter- 
ested in the subject indicate that 
the scarcity of apprentices in Amer- 
ican industry at present is not due 
so much to union restrictions as 
to the general disinterest and in- 
difference of employers; and that, 
because of the ‘cost of effort in- 
volved, many employers do not want 
to be bothered with inexperienced 
workers, and do not avail them- 
selves, even of the number of ap- 
prentices allowed by the union 
rules.” : 

This assertion was precipitated by 
a discussion of “American Trade 
Unions and the Problems of Unem- 
ployment” ‘in the March (1928) issue 
of the Monthly Labor Review, and 
was preceded by the explanation: 

“Limitation of apprentices is an- 
other means of controlling the labor 
supply. This has been quite gen- 
erally resorted to by labor organiza- 
tions. Many unions have strict 
rules regarding the proportion of 
apprentices to journeymen, the age 
at which which the learner shall be 
admitted to apprenticeship, the pe- 
riod of training, and the general con- 
ditions under which his training 
shall be conducted.” 

Smoke “Screen” 
/ “Where there’s smoke there must 
- be some fire,” declares the employer 
who has burned his fingers in an 
effort to take on apprentices. 

“Where’s there smoke, sometimes 
it’s a screne,” answers one who for 
years served as chairman of the ap- 
prenticeship commission of a great 
metropolitan building congress, who 
has dealt directly with more than 
30 of the building trades of his city, 
not as a representative either of the 
workers or the employers, but as an 
unprejudiced third party, and who 
long headed one of the largest 
architectural concerns in America. 

“Contrary to the public conception, 
both unions and employers agree 
that apprentices should be trained,” 
he says. “Organized labor may have 
set the limit to the number which 
may be employed, and may have in- 
gisted that the training shall be 
adequate, but not until the employer 
ehall havé done his part by putting 
into training the full quota permit- 
ted, can the limits set be considered 
~“ unduly restrictive.” 

His convictions are echoed by the 
executive of an open shop federation 
of employer associations in a near-by 
state in the East. Out of 415 plants 
known to have 26,158 skilled me- 
chanics in the’early part of 1926, 
only 189 were employing apprentices. 
Of this number but 118 were con- 
ducting a really comprehensive 
training program. Another 64 with 
no apprentices evidenced a willing- 
ness to put on some. The state aver- 
aged but I to 12 for all trades. Out 
of 22 trades, 11 had a ratio of 1 to 9, 
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or less. Machinists numbered 1 to 
10; iron molders 1 to 16; brass 
molders 1 to 19, as did also shop 
carpenters; die setters, 1 td 35, and 
shop painters, 1 to 300. 

In that same state a similar survey 
of the building trades, which are 
about 38 per cent open shop, rev ealed

“Whois mostly to be blamed for 
the failure of the apprentice to re- 
appear in your state—the employer 
or organized labor?” I asked the 
executive of the organization making 
the survey. 

“The employer,” he frankly admit- 


ted. 
No Full Quotas 

Up to within a little over a year 
ago, but one of several open shop 
centers of the metal trades was bene- 
fiting by a comprehensive, commu- 
nity-wide program to increase the 
sources of supply of all-round me- 
chanics by training. Then within 
nine months four such centers 
launched an effort in co-operation 
with the public vocational schools, 

The Nation’s capital reflects “a 
situation which is common, if not 
general. Not infrequently Washing- 
ton is spoken of as a closed-shop 
place. Yet in the summer of 1925 
not a single’ one of nine building 
trades surveyed had the full quota 
permitted by J&abor in training. The 
painters had 35 per cent of their 
quota, the electricians about 65 per 
cent, and the lathers about 50 per 
cent of theirs. While the bricklayers 
could show a fair proportion of 
learners, they had indentured only a 
little more than a third of them to 
employers. 

“Neither side was making an or- 
ganized effort to secure learners. In 
most trades, the candidate must find 
for himself an employer willing to 
take him on. When a union does 
take thie responsibility, the son of a 
member is given the _ preference, 
should the supply of employers be 
limited. Generally both employers 
and unions seem content to let the 
future take care of itself, and to 
trust to the attractiveness of the city 
to bring in from the surrounding 
country as many craftsmen as may 
be needed to make up any local 
shortage.” 

Boston furnishes no complete fig- 
ures, but a short time back it report- 
ed agreements entered into with over 
100 bricklayer contractors permit- 
ting three learners each. Yet in that 
entire city there were, not 300 learn- 
ers, but 8C. Only 358, employed by 
contractors scattered through 58 
towns and cities, could be located by 
the Mason Contractors’ Association 
in 1923. Now officials of this organi- 
zation estimate that 10,000 more 
could be put to work without any in- 
terference with the established 


ratios.

_-A Traveler Does Homer Justice 


I gret that I declined an invitation 
recently to take a party on a lit- 


erary pilgrimage abroad. For there 


is no substitute for the charm and 
abiding enlargement of appreciation 
which comes from meeting great 
writers literally on their own ground. 
No matter how many cetturies have 
passed since their timeless achieve- 
ment was finished or how changed 
the scenes in which they lived, 
“though much is taken, much abides.”

and the habits of people, one could 
pierce the outward shell of London, 
Paris, Florence, and Rome to find 
Milton, Moliére, Dante, and Virgil. 
But even today one can make his 
way in a taxicab to the thirteenth 
century along the streets by the Arno 
or the Tiber. Even beneath rubber 
tires it is the same “haunted, holy 
ground.” , 
-Compelled to postpone for a time 
these wayfarings among the revered 
authors whose works line my‘shelves, 
I reached instinctively for my copy 
of Byron, where I read: 


Yet are thy skies as blue, thy crags 
as wild; 

Sweet are thy groves, and verdant 
are thy fields, 

Thine olive ripe as when Minerva 
smiled, 

And still his honey’d wealth Hymet- 
tus yields; 

There the blithe bee his fragrant 
fortress builds, 

The freeborn wanderer of thy moun- 
tain-air; 

Apollo still thy long, long summer 
gilds. 


On and on I read the many familiar 
stanzas once again, enthralled §new 
by that restless genius, who among 
Many original accomplishments de- 
serves, I believe, that distinction of 
inaugurating the literary pilgrimage. 
I had just completed as it chanced a 
similar prose interpretation of our 
contemporary, Georg Brandes, who 
in his “‘Hellas” descrihed the Greece 
of today as still surprisingly sugges- 
tive of the land portrayed by her 
supreme poet threé thousand years 
ago. But these two brilliant pilgrims, 
deserving of all tribute, reminded me 
of a pioneer who is now wholly for- 
gotten, a pathbreaking literary pil- 
grim who anticipated Byron by a 
whole generation; one who wrote, “It 
is aS a traveler only that I can hope 
to do Homer justice.” 

When Robert Wood published 
these words of far-reaching signi- 
ficance in his “Essay on the Original 
Genius and Writings of Homer” of 
1768, the study of archzology was 
still in its most rudimentary stage. 
Not until almost exactly a century 
later did the great German excavator 
Heinrich Schliemann, prompted by a 
stubborn faith—or was it intuition? 
—defy the universal disbelief in the 
actual existence of Troy and dig 
down through seven buried cities to 


mnmeover at last the original Ilium 


bse. dramatic story inspired the 


T WAS only with considerable re- 


avon one of these civilizations srich 
in epic history. But he was thfirst 
to divine the possible wideng of 
literary and historic “horizo} by 
summoning geography to the id of 


poetry. How shall -we most adecately. 
judge and appreciate the syreme 
epic source of European cultve? he 
asked. Obviously, as it nowseems 
to us, he says, by “approacPhg as 
near as possible to the tip» and 
place, when and where” t} epic 
events occurred. Hence hedeter- 
mined to examine the mateals of 
the Iliad and the Odyssey pt only 
where they were collected»ut “as 
nearly as possible, in the sar order, 
in the same light, and underie same 
point of view in which I imagine they 
presented themselves to te poet's 
choice; making it the chiePbject of 
my inquiry to investigate te several 
circumstances, and variowrelations 
of this kind, which may b supposed 
to have influenced his cofeption of 
things.” 

This explanation of KB purpose 
faithfully reflects the acial method 
which he carried out andhe results 
of which form the outlin of his vol- 
ume. Observing careful] the topog- 
raphy of the Troad inAsia Minor 
and reconstructing on tk ground the 
external setting of Hmer, Wood 
showed for the first tne that the 
poet mirrored his environment 
with hitherto unsusp¢ted fidelity. 
Homer’s geography igaccurate, he 
proved; even his wind unlike those 
of Virgil, in that par of the. world 
are faithfully descbed—an im- 
portant element, as ll will agree, 
for the story of the Odyssey. But 
these, after all, are nt the important 
aspects. What is val is Homer’s 
representation of hman character 
and action. How tae are these to 
the facts of Greece nd Troy of 1000 
B. C.? However pemanent we may 
consider his portr¢gal of the heroic 
mold of men and eeds of high em- 
prise, how far did he_ idealize 
humanity? For ¢ciding this basic 
question Wood difnot possess either 
the vast knowlede subsequently ar- 
rayed or the tecnique of historical 
study. Yet he afempted right man- 
fully with the intruments of his age 
ta discover the elation between the 
epics and the hynan world they pre- 
sented. He studed the mingled races 
which he foun in the Near East, 
isolating in s¢ far as possible the 
surviving Greg strain and the prob- 
able ancestor: of the Trojans. In 
their manner, customs, and char- 
acteristics h+-found much of the 
same primitie simplicity which ob-

Even more impor- 
tant, perhaps, was Wood’s pioneetr 
contribution to the development of 
the historical method which was just 
beginning to emerge as the most 
revolutionary point of view in criti- 
cism. He was the first to show how 
Homer’s epics were the natural ex- 
pression of their time, in presenta- 
tion of character, in language, in 
point of view, and that they must be 
understood and valued only in the 
light of their background and pur- 
pose, not according to any earlier or 
later standards. This was the great 
liberation which criticism had to ex- 
perience if it were to escape from 
the fetters of the prevalent formal- 
ism which would judge ‘literary ex- 
cellence by classical criteria alone. 
To achieve this emancipation it was 
not necessary to journey to the ac- 
tual scenes in which Homer or any 
other writer lived and worked, but 
to see with one’s own eyes the forces 
of environment which determined the 
product of the writers is powerful 
reinforcement of the historical at- 
titude.. So at least Robert Wood 
found it. And so he was able to feel 
more keenly than his contemporaries 
the flagrant violation of Homer's at- 
mosphere in the translation which 
then occupied the attention of the 
literary world, that of Alexander 


|Pope. Since his purpose was to de- 


termine the “truth and consistence 
of Homer’s description” and he had 
seen the visible evidence of that veri- 
similitude he was in duty bound to 
point out that Pope’s ornamental, 
sophisticated rendering destroyed the 
very essence of the Greek poet. 
But Wood was no controversialijst, 


jand he distinctly disclaimed any in- 


tention of entering disputed ground. 


1Hence he apologizes for “wandering 


so far from the humble duty of bear- 
ing testimony, as an eye witness, of 
the poet’s veracity.” If he had pushed 
on to all the logical results of his 
research he would doubtless be 
hailed today as a great critic, where- 
as even his name does not appear in 
the histories of criticism. But he 
was content to “do justice to Homer 
as a traveler only,” to follow rever- 
ently in the very footsteps of the 
epic master, and so to prove “his 
truth and ‘consistence, ‘as to time, 
place, persons and things.” A noble 
ideal was this, conceived by a seer, 
who took hazards to live his vision.

T WOULD be difficult to find a 
more persuasive, a more charm- 
ing, propagandist for the medium 
of lithography than Mr. Goodchild’s

clever draftsmanship asserted it- 


self and the outcome is an attractive 
and decorative print. 

What strikes one in Mr. Good- 
child’s print is the singularly happy 
and convincing manner in which he 
has expressed the masonry of the 
bridge, which has all the appearance 
of old weather-beaten stone. Equally 
subtle in its rendering is the mirror- 
ing surface of the water. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goodchild are both 
Australians, but they are now making 
a protracted stay in England for the 
purpose of studying art at the City 
of London Central Art School. 


Colors in Egyptian 
Painting 


The Egyptians might boast of hav- 
ing used colours six thousand years 
before the Greeks. : 

Egyptian painting was applied to 
statues and buildings. The sculptor 
was also the painter, colouring the 
figures he produced. He practised 
a very precise technique, and made 
use of highly developed: processes. 
His colours, seven in number—red, 
blue, yellow, green, brown, black 
and white—were subdivided into 
tints sufficiently varied to give him 
in all some fifteen colours, mostly 
mineral in origin. 

The very solid blue was produced 
by glass coloured with oxide of cop- 
per~and pulverized. It was also ex- 
tracted from lapis lazuli. Red was 
got from ochre. natural or burnt, 
and from cinnabar. The yellows 


were ‘derived from ochre or sul- 
phate of arsenic. The green, a very 
fragile tint, was obtained from cop- 
per, black from charred bones, or 
charcoal. The white, which is re- 
markable for its brilliance and its 
excellent preservation, was gyp- 
sum. 

Gums were used to mix the 
colours, and honey is thought to 
have entered into the composition of 
some of them. 

Colours in the form of cakes, pel- 
lets and powder, were kept in small 
bags and in hollowed reeds. These 
ancient bags served the sdme pur- 
pose as the bladders used by the 
old masters, while the hollowed 
reeds answer to the metal tubes of 
our contemporary painters. 

These colours were pounded with 
a muller on a hollow stone, and 
moistened with a mixture of gum 
tragacanth and water. Reeds were 
used to apply them. These reeds 
were soaked in water, which caused 
them to divide into very supple 
fibres. The prepared colours were 
sometimes kept in pots, but palettes 
of various shapes were also used.—

How differently the trees act after 
autumn’s onset, and how little some 
contribute to autumn’s glory.

Sheffield, England 

OME weeks ago, when Mr. St. 
S John Ervine made the scanty 

support given by Sheffield to 
Miss Marie Tempest’s production of 
“Mr. Pim Passes By” the occasion of 
a criticism of the city’s dramatic 
and intellectual tastes, the popu- 
larity of the local repertory theater 
was pointed out to him as a ray of 
light in the surrounding darkness. 
Mr. St. John Ervine declared that 
the repertory theater was not kept 


going by Sheffield as a whole, but 
only by a small group. of compara- 
tively intelligent people, and refused 
to modify his judgment. 

The question will soon be brought 
to a decision, for the repertory com- 
pany have now left the tiny and un- 
comfortable suburban hall in which 
their productions have hitherto been 
given for a theater in the center of 
the city. This theater, which Mr. 
Maxwell Wray, the producer, hopes 
to make’ as comfortable as any in 
Sheffield, has been altered and im- 
proved so enormously that the fin- 
ancial strain upon the company’s 
resources will, in the producer’s 
opinion, be impossibly great unless 
during the next few months the city 
steadily and generally, instead of 
sectionally, supports the enterprise. 

The repertory movemeht in Shef- 
field began 10 years ago with the 
production of “The Silver Box,” by 
a group of people connected with the 
local Educational Settlement, and in 
1924 it became organized as an in- 
dependent venture with Mr. Herbert 
Prentice, who later went to Cam- 
bridge Festival Theater, and is now 
at Northampton, as producer. Dur- 


‘ing the next two years 19 plays were 


given. In 1926 Mr. Maxwell Wray, 
the present producer, joined the 
company, which at that time in- 
cluded two professional actors. At 
the present moment the professional 
strength of the company is five. 

Ultimately Mr. Wray hopes to 
have an entirely professional com- 
pany, not so much because he pre- 
fers. professional skill to amateur 
zeal, aS because the more frequent 
rehearsals that would then be pos- 
sible would enable him to give 
weekly instead of bi-weekly produc- 
tions as at present, and so double the 
company’s receipts. The almost con- 
stantly increasing support which 
each of Mr. Wray’s 30 productions 
has received has encouraged him to 
embark on the larger stage and tip- 
up seats and elaborate decoration of 
the new theater with considerable 
confidence. 

Special interest attaches to the 
coming production of “The Worm,” 
for its author, Mr. Donald Wolfit, 
was quite the most popular profes- 
sional actor who has played for the 
Sheffield Repertory Company.

It is by the support it gives to! 
“The Inheritors” by Stsan Glaspell, 
and “Madame Pepita” by Sierra that, 
Sheffield will confound| or confirm’ 
the strictures of Mr. Ervine. These 
are plays of consideraply greater; 
importance than the company has 
been in the habit of giviny. Hitherto 
it has invariably provi a clever 
entertainment, but it has done little 
more. Of the great stirring of ideas 
in the modern theater it las known 
little or nothing; it has not\produced 
a single full-length play by O'Neill, 
Tchekov, Sierra, Pirandpljo, or 
Strindberg. 

All this, indeed, has beep in ac- 
cordance with the deliberate plan of 
Mr. Wray. It has been his\ design, 
by producing chiefly light and well- 
known comedies of obvious enter- 
tainment value, to. build up an ade- 
quate and faithful audience, whom 
he might then introduce to the more 
serious things in the theater. It 
would seem that the critical moment 
has now arrived; the Sheffield Rep- 
ertory Company is simultaneously 
advancing both the scale aid the 
quality of its productions, and there 
is no reason why its courage should 
not be rewarded.

Leon Montrose 
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Emil Jannings in ‘The Patriot’

NCE more Emil Jannings has 

forced Paramount to take his 

‘measure and fit him with a 
part commensurate with his particu- 
lar talents. In the case of Mr. Jan- 
nings’s latest picture, “The Patriot,” 
the word talent seems inadequate to 
express the degree of this screen 
star’s contribution. Rather does his 
portrayal. of the mad Tsar, Paul I 
of Russia, call for higher classifica- 
tion; in fact, it seems to me a work 
of genius pure and simple. Through- 
out the goodly length of this unusual 
film, Mr. Jannings carries his per- 
sonification without let or hindrance 
to an authentic conclusion, to an 
emotional climax that makes it an 
unforgetable portrait. All the shift- 
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ing moods of the enfeebled monarch 
are touched in with extraordinary 
histrionic command, unti! the totter- 
ing figure becomes the most domi- 
nant portrait in Mr. Jannings’s long 
line of masterly characterizations. 


The story, as arranged by Hans 
Kraly, follows the course of Alfred 
Neumann’s play, shown last season 
in New York under Gilbert Miller’s 
management. By virtue of Ernst 
Lubitsch’s expert direction, it comes 
into splendid pictorial being, with 
plentiful display of early nineteenth 
century atmosphere and Russian 
pomp and ceremony. Skillful pho- 
tography has given the screen im- 
pressive glimpses of crowded con- 
courses and stately palaces mantled 
with thick Russian snows, and the 
action of the piece runs swiftly and 
elegantly and authoritatively. 


Perhaps ‘the palace settings, are 
wanting in something of the imagtna- 
tive, decorative richness that Normen 
Bel Geddes achieved when he staged 
Mr. Miller’s play last spring; per- 
haps Mr. Lubitsch’s striving for spa- 
tial effect in his interiors leaves them 
a little barren, a little too aspiring. 
But this is a minor matter in record- 
ing the qualities'of the piece. The 
only serious flaw in the picture is 
the often harsh, over-stressed light- 
ing in certain interior scenes, where 
tell-tale shadows trail the various 
characters and proclaim the nearby 
banks of studio lights. 

Mr. Jannings’s performance s80 
dazzles that it is difficult to estimate 
at first Lewis Stone’s splendid in- 
terpretation of the crafty Count Pah- 
len, who, Iago-like, weaves about the 
disordered ruler his silken strands 
of intrigue and revolt. As the patriot, 

caring for his country beyond even 
his own human life, Pahlen makes 
the ideal foil for the irrational Paul 
and brings the story to a finely bal- 
anced conclusion. Florence Vidor, 
giving perhaps the most impassioned 
performance of her screen career, is 
cast as one of the important pawns 
Pahlen uses to undo the Tsar. 


Sound effects have been added to 
the film, even to the somewhat un- 
necessary approximation of the 
Tsar’s vocal reaction to forebodings 
or foolery; but in the main they help 
to dramatize the locale and the mood 
of the piece. Mr. Jannings has re- 
cently committed himself to a- five- 
year Paramount contract; since he is 
a sufficiently important person, film- 
atically considered, to command the 
unlimited resources of such an or- 
ganization as Paramount, he should 


serve as inspiration to the whole 


Hollywood community. 


Another Paramount picture brings 
Jack Holt and Nancy Carroll forward 
in a rather inept Zane Grey affair 
called “The Water. Hole.” Spoofing 
a Zane Grey “western” requires a 
more adult touch than Miss Carroll 
possesses, and Mr. Holt, veteran of 
many. a desert tale, is too much the 
serious plainsman to fit into this 
rather absurd scheme of things that 
has been worked out to tickle a pub- 
lic taste now apparently jaded with 


‘too many “westerns.” Somehow the 


vision of Bebe Daniels in the part 
won’t keep out of the picture. After 
her “The Fifty-Fifty Girl,” the fun 
of “The Water Hole” doesn’t quite 
come off. F. Richard Jones handled 
this picture and brought out a suf- 
ficiently picturesque. out-in-the-open 
ending, carbon-copying Mr. Holt’s 
memorable “Wanderer of the Waste- 
land” to little purpose. John Boles, 
Montague Shaw, and Lydia Yeamans 
Titus are also iE the cast.

If 
there is any criticism of Mr. Golden’s 
production, it is that the members of 
“The Bondell Troupe” speak as if | 
they were’ members of Jane Cowl’s 
company. However, that is of small 
importance considering the many at- 
tractive features in the performance. 

Claiborne Foster is Hattie Hartley, 
the “Little Eva” of this company, 
and it is around her that the plot 
revolves. Hattie has been playing 
the part of Eva for 10 years, and we 
first see her as about to be arrested 
by the Hiawatha (Kansas) Child Wel- 
fare Committee until they find out 
that off the stage she is 20 years old. 
She is next approached by one of the 
well-to-do local townsmen with an 
Offer of marriage. This offer comes 
at a time when the troupe ie stranded 
and Hattie is on the verge of accept- 
ing in order to get the money with 
which to take her fellow actors back 
to Kansas City even though she is 
in love with Mal Thorne, the Simon 
Legree in the play. 

Buford Armitage plays the part of 
Mal, who is stirred to get out and do 
something when he learns that he 
is about to lose his sweetheart. His 
suddenly discovered power comes in 
the form of shrewd managerial acu- 
men which causes him to quickly 
organize from among the stranded 
actors a benefit performance for 
some victims of the local floods. He 
makes money to take care of his fel- 
low thespians without having to use 
the money, of Hattie’s newly found 
friend. 

The. play gets its title from the 
Hattie’s younger sister 
Oriole is quickly put into the part of 
Eva by Mal when Hattie momentarily 
resigns from the troupe when 6he 
thinks she is going to marry the 
Hiawatha furniture dealer. Hattie 
had been the fourth member of her 
family to play the part, and her sis- 
ter Oriole is thus Eva the Fifth.

“Knight Errant’ jis a concocted , 
shows signs of retufning to favor. It 
is complicated and far-fetched, and 
certainly does not conform to the 
rule that the plot of a, good play 
could and should be described in a 
few words. But it is sometimes de- 
cidedly funny, causing genuine ex- 
plosions of laughter, though at other 
times it misses fire. However, an au- 
dience which comes prepated to 
laugh at anything will do so at every- 
thing; and, if the play does not con- 
form to one rule, it does to others, 
for it obeys the unities of time and 
place, there being continuous action 
and only one scene, 

Everything takes place in an empty 
country house, whither Billy Denver 
has brought Cecilie Cairn to recover 
herself after he has knocked her 
down by his automobile. When she 
recovers, it turns out that she is a 
lady’s maid fleeing from justice—or 
rather injustice, for she has been 
falsely accused of theft. For the pur- 
poses of farce—and there certainly 
seems to be no other reason—they 
pretend to be Mr. and Mrs. Preston, 
the owners of the empty house, osten- 
sibly being forced to this ruse by 
the appearance upon the scene of an 
irascible uncle of the Preston’s—one 
Ephraim Tucker. 

This is the beginning of complica- 
tions which are later increased by 
the arrival of a couple of crooks, of 
whose misdeeds Cecilie has been 
falsely suspected. Their accomplice, 
a Dutchman, also adds to the ex- 
citement, which is later increased by 
the discovery in the basement of

cellent performance. He is obviously 
a trained and experienced actor who 
knows his business thoroughly. 

The rest of the fun was mainly 
borne on the shoulders of two other 
experienced actors, Frederick Leister, 
an artistic prototype of the famous 
Cattermole in “The Private Secre- 
tary,” and Vivian Reynolds, as the 
Professor, a poorly and somewhat 
obviously written part. An excellent 
performance also was that of Henry 
Bloomfield as the Dutchman.

Reappraising the War 


have provided no end of figures to show the 

war losses. They have furnished tables, 
percentages, comparisons. And the totals, from 
whatever viewpoint they are regarded, are stag- 
gering. In them the advocates of peace have 
found potent materials for their arguments. 

But, after ten years, there is a new compila- 
tion that needs to be made relative to the war. 
Such a compilation would not be strictly statis- 
tical. But it would set forth, in a series of simple 
facts, the significant, hopeful developments that 
war has brought to pass. Some of these facts are 
too obvious to need chronicling; the toppling of 
autocratic régimes; the new experiments in 
democracy; the definite, if only partially suc- 
cessful, steps toward self-determination; the be- 
ginning, if only a beginning, of an era of open 
diplomacy; the rise of world opinion against 
war; the establishment of machinery for peace. 
This evidence, made specific and contrasted with 
the pre-war situation, would constitute a de- 
cidedly heartening case for those who believe in 
progress. 

And most significant of all changes which the 
war began or speeded are those in the field of 
social relationships. A recent dispatch to The 
Christian Science Monitor pointed out, almost 
parenthetically, that one-half of the students at 
the University of Berlin are working their way 
through schodl. Back of that brief story is the 
history of a decade in which old ideas of caste 
and aristocracy have been widely revised and 
new, more hopeful ideals widely accepted. Such 
a record of.social transformation could be found, 
in a marked degree, in nearly every country of 
central Europe. 

The literature of pessimism that the war pro- 
voked has almost run its course. European and 
world conditions are, as yet, far from settled. 
But students of affairs might well turn their 
attention, at the end of this first decade since the 
war, from the statistics of despair to those of 
hope. There are still some international “danger 
spots.” Sensation-seeking newspapers will see 
that they are not forgotten. Meanwhile, a sense 
of proportion will make it possible to understand 
that there is more in the field of international 
relationships than these irritations. And a sense 
of fairness on the part of those who chronicle 
current events will give an increasing emphasis 
to the evidence of a new world order that, often 
unnoticed, is accumulating. In the end it may 
appear that the ideals proclaimed in the war can 
no longer be ridiculed as mere shibboleths. 


The Automobile Abroad 


WENTY-FIVE different makes of American 

automobiles are to be exhibited at the 

twenty-second International Motor Car 
Salon to be held in Paris beginning October 4. 
The exhibit of cars from thé United States will 
be in size second only to the showing of the 
French makes, according to the advance re- 
ports, and indicates the importance of the 
American car in the French market. The plans 
are significant in view of the high. import 
duties maintained by France on automobiles, a 
fact which has not seemingly checked the sale 
of American cars. Indeed nearly 200,000 cars 
and trucks of American make will be sold in 
Europe this year, and it is being freely forecast 
by dealers that something like 250,000 will be 
sold in 1929. According to the records of the 
Department of Commerce, one-third of all auto- 
mobile exports of the United States are going 
to Europe. 

The American automobile and the American- 
made motion picture constitute the most active 
propaganda the United States maintains abroad. 
The past four years, it is pointed out by 
engineers, has seen the most active period of 
bridge-building throughout the world. This is 
attributed directly to the automobile and its 
more general use in all countries. Automobiles 
are the means of taking trade and commerce 
into all corners of a country and have aided 
greatly in quickening the trading activity of a 
people. This more genéral exchange of com- 
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travel, is proving a potent means of acquainting 
one people with another. 

When the significance of the Paris automobile 
salon is considered in.the light of these events, 
it begins to appear to be much more than a 
purely commercial affair. It has long been the 
custom of automobile-producing countries to 
exhibit at the Paris salon inasmuch as it is con- 
sidered the most representative international 
It is therefore a practice of 
manufacturers to make their most representa- 
tive display here. Of course, Great Britain, 


Germany, Belgium, Italy and Austria will be 


represented as well.as France and the United 
So large has the anhual showing in 


three divisions.

And by the same token the United States exhibit 
thereat will be representative of America’s part 
in the European automobile business. 


Peace in the Far East 
cutie that the unification of China 


under the Nanking (Nationalist) Govern- 

ment is proceeding satisfactorily appears to 
outweigh occasional reports of disunity among 
the Nation’s leaders. Those who have declared 
that the calm following upon the capture of 
Peking (Peiping) was only a momentary lull in 
which ambitious provincial generals were pre- 
paring personal campaigns against each other 
are not seeing their forecasts fulfilled with any 
promptitude. True, there have been unpleasant 
rumors of disagreements between Nanking and 
Canton, but a number of hopeful developments 
are to be observed which point not to disruption, 
but to consolidation. The fact that Chinese his- 
tory has so often afforded examples of personal 
ambition resulting in civil war must not be per- 
mitted to overshadow the facts that China is, 
racially, one of the most homogeneous nations 
on earth, and that its annals contain many rec- 
ords of protracted peace and unity—as well as 
of secession and violence. 

Most hopeful among the recent indications of 
the trend of affairs are two developments: first, 
the apparent decision of those Chinese enemies 
of the new régime who have clung to strategic 
positions in North China to abandon their pro- 
gram of opposition and throw in their lot with 
the Nationalists; and secondly, the improved 
attitude of the Japanese Government. The re- 
cent visit of the Japanese Consul-General at 


' Shanghai, Shichitaro Yada, to Japan, appears to 


have had beneficial results. This Japanese 
official, by his straightforward presentation of 
the facts to his home government, is said to 
have decidédly tempered the official Japanese 
policy with.regard to such important questions 
as Shantung and Manchuria, although he has 
failed to modify Baron Tanaka’s determination 
that the Nationalists must change their attitude 
toward the abrogation of tréaties before real 
negotiations can be entered into. The very fact 
that Mr. Yada has-been permitted to return to 
his post at Shanghai, however, indicates that 
his sympathetic attitude toward China must 
have found some favor with his superiors. 

Without encouragement and support from 
Japan, it is unlikely that any minority unfriendly 
to the Nationalist Government will be able long 
to oppose it by force of arms. As long as Tokyo 
remains on terms of amicable agreement with 
Nanking, peace in the Far East rests on as 
secure a basis as could be devised. 


The Problem of Penalties 
| Egrteorsomy which have been submitted for 


increasing the severity of penalties for 

transgressors of the liquor law, even to the 
extent of life sentences, represent a growing 
feeling in the United States that some drastic 
means must be found for checking what has 
become a serious national menace. But such 
proposals would seem to make little attempt at 
the constructive program which the problem 
clearly calls for. E 

The day of the excessive retaliatory 
penalty is past. Society—at any rate in the 
United States—has advanced well beyond the 
time when the capital sentence could be 
meted out to the stealer of a sheep. The tend- 
ency to keep criminal sentences free from the 
taint of expressing’ impatience or vindictiveness 
on the part of society, and rather to impart to 
them a helpful and reforming function, is 
slowly but surely making its way into criminal 
procedure. Civilization has taught that correc- 
tion, to be effective, must not be a mere blud- 
geoning by a hostile public. And if its lessons 
have been properly learned, it could scarcely 
seem fitting that society, after a period of lax- 
ness for which it must accept much of the 
blame, should suddenly turn in indignation 
upon a few of its misguided members and per- 
manently deprive them of all opportunity of 
consorting with their fellows again. as law- 
abiding citizens. 

The remedy for lawlessness must be drastic. 
Of that there can be no two opinions. But surely 
something less than a life sentence will suffice if 
society as a whole is prepared to accept its own 
fair share of the self-discipline—if,: that is, it 
will make a steady, consistent effort to stop in- 
fringement, not only of the liquor laws, but of 
all laws of the land; if it will insist on the integ- 
rity of public officials; if it will show its disfavor 
of those newspapers which exercise a perverted 
influence by making heroes of law-breakers; if, 
in short, it-is prepared to abandon thie too easy 
tolerance of lawlessness for a genuine effort to 
rid the Nation of a most dangerous and insidious 
enemy. 

With society doing its share, the deterrent 
effect of any sentence will be correspondingly 
increased, while the faint-hearted counselors 
who preach the legitimizing of the law-breakers 
by unmaking the laws will be constrained to 
hold their peace. 


Canada and Pan-America 


HE proposal to invite Canada to join the 
Pan-American Union is mooted from time to 
time. The Institute of Politics in Williams- 
town recently heard an expression of regret that 
no action had been taken by the conference in 
Havana last year to invite Canada. Indeed, one 
speaker expressed the opinion, according to the 
press report, that the only reason Canada is not 
now a, member is because she has not been 
invited. | 
“There may be another reason, however. No 
desire to join has been expressed by the Domin- 
ion, nor is there evidence of stron »ublic ovin- 
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Joint Commission between Canada and the 
United States, as an instrument of conciliation 
between neighboring nations, naturally attracted 
attention. Indications that some of the South 
American republics were disposed to urge com- 
pulsory arbitration in disputes interested some 
Canadian observers. It cannot be said, however, 
that there is any weight of Canadian opinion 
behind joining the Pan-American Union such as 
there is behind Canada’s membership of the 
League of Nations. 

The Canadian people are heartily in favor of 
promoting good relations throughout America, 
south and north. There are substantial Cana- 
dian interests in Mexico and in the republics 
farther south. Shipping lines, including the 
Canadian National merclrant marine, trade out 
of Canadian ports to the West Indies and South 
America. A profitable commercial exchange is 
growing up. Even so, there would be objections 


expressed in the Dominion Parliament and in the . 


country to official action at this time to bring 
Canada into the Pan-American Union. 

The belief that such action by Canada to this 
end would be advantageous to the United States, 
by adding to the Anglo-Saxon membership of 
the union, as expressed by some speakers at the 
Institute of Politics, is open to question. An 
opposition opinion in Canada is that the Pan- 
American Union is too much dominated by 
United States interests. This opinion is perhaps 
unfounded. Membership might help to make it 
clear to Canada that the United States is far 
from being the predominant power in Pan- 
America. But it is doubtful whether the Domin- 
ion would move for membership so long as this 
belief is held to any considerable extent. 


Introducing Sergeant Harlow 


AY back in 1677 Sergeant William Harlow 

built a house in the town of Plymouth, 

Mass., and because he had been a good 
sergeant (so one likes to think) the town gave 
him timbers from the fort that had recently 
been demolished. As a soldier it may have been 
felt fitting that he should live in what was left 
of the fort. However that may be, his house 
still stands and has recently been restored by 
the Plymouth Antiquarian Society, thus, by 
virtue of its timbers, continuing to the ‘present 
time the fort that the Pilgrim Fathers built to 
protect them against the Indians. Actually the 
fort had never been attacked by Indians, and at 
the end of King Philip’s War the settlers felt 
that it was no longer needed. 

As restored by the Antiquarian Society, the 
house no doubt. is now very much as it was 
when the sergeant lived in it, though probably 
furnished with a larger collection than then 
of what he would have been gravely astonished 
to hear called “antiques.” Whether or not one 
ever rolls to Plymouth in the horseless vehicle 
of a later generation and pays a visit to the 
sergeant’s house, it is pleasant to think that it 
has been added to the growing number of 
restorations now providing the Nation with an 
objective historical background. The satisfac- 
tion of a natural curiosity as to how the an- 
cestors lived is happily furthered by these old 
houses, often, like Sergeant Harlow’s, in charge 
of a modern congruously disguised as an an- 
cestor. 

But what is perhaps of greater importance 
than the satisfaction of this curiosity is a 
strengthened realization that the ancestors 
actually lived—which, absurd as it may seem to 
say so, is sometimes difficult to realize.

Tied by habit and 
familiarity to his own environment, the dweller 
in one century does not quite ‘believe in” 
people who lived in another;’ as, for that 
matter, some citizens of the United States re- 
gard academically the existence of contempo- 
rary Chinese who are not engaged in the laun- 
dry business. Seeing, as the old phrase puts it, 
is believing; and seeing Sergeant Harlow’s 
house is the next best thing to seeing the ser- 
geant. One comes nearer the humanity of that 
worthy man by thinking how pleased he prob- 
ably was. with his new .house and his new 
furniture. And how happy he had been to get 
those stout timbers from the old fort.

Even 
so, this new group, calling itself Les Comeédiens Associeés, 
is founded on the share basis. They have opened at the 
Folies-Dramatiques Theater, and their first performance 
consisted of two revivals which were well received bv the 
critics: Emile Zola’s tragedy, “Therese Raquin,” and Mar- 
cel Gerbidon’s comedy, “Les Ingéenus.” This troupe must 
clearly be taken seriously, although not everyone thought 
it judicious to commence by such a roll of thunder as 
Zola’s heavy piece. What a contemporary of Moliére, 
Chappuzeau, said, was recalled by a critic, “Winéer is 
ordained for heroic plays; comedy reigns in summer.” 
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One frane a year rent for a fine piece of property! The 
price should have been 100,000 franes, for the ground is 
in the gardens of the Observatory, but the Premier, 
Raymond Poincare, intervened. His argument was that 
the Societé des Gens de Lettres was entitled to more 
lenient treatment by-the state, and after much argument 
the charges were reduced 96,999 franes. This society of 
writers is having the historic residence of the Duke of 
Massa taken down from among the thronging business 
edifices op the Chzmps-Elysées and set up in the quiet 
of the Observatory gardens.

This will doubtless be one of many letters written you | 
to express appreciation of the front page picture in the 
Monitor of August 15, entitled, “Which Gets the Straw- 
berry?” I have mounted it on a piece of cardboard, and 
many times today have paused in my work to study this 
smad boy’s joyous face. It is to me a thing that stirs one 
in a strange, symbolic way.
